2. In the Post Office Savings Bank (Cumulative Time 
Deposits) Rules, 1959, in rule 6, after sub -rule (2), 
the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely : —

the option of a depositor. Rebates will be admis-

(i) For 12 monthly deposits made on any one 
occasion— Rs. 1.40 for an account of (< 3 . 5

(li) For 6 monthly deposits made on any one 
occasion— 35 paise for an account of Rs. 5 
denomination. 

In the case of accounts of other dehominations the amount
